MUD-HLlNGING CAMPAIGNS 

Illfill ''^y "^'^ lllccly never come when cam- 

mi palgnlng politicians consistently employ the 
|]| reasoned argument of the law courts and ex- 
ll hlblt the polished monncrii of the gentlemen's 
IPII clubs. But that doesn't mean there Is no point 
j;,!!,'/, in trying to elevate the standards of political 
I combat. 

,|.fj.4' Ben. MlJte Monrohey. Oklahoma Denjocrat, 
j'l'l'il recently bobbed'up with a conccete proposal 
to do Just that. He wants to create a Uiree 
or Ilvc-membcr fair elections commission 
to conduct on-the-spot Inquiries into cam- 
paigns and censure unfair practices. 

The idea, of course, would be to discourage 
Irresponsible, mud-Bltnglng activity by candi- 
dates seeklne either a seat In congress or the 
pre^dency. Monroney believes that the com- 
mission needs elder statesmen as members 
If it Is to be effective. Only men of that stand- 
ing would be accepted' as above the partisan 
strife. - 

On the fatjQ of It, thers Is a lot to be salfl 
for this plan, or one' with this general aim: 
Campaigning In the United States has always 
been a pretty roug^ aiid tumble affair. But 
of recent years it has frequently been drag- 
ged to unparalleled depths by resort to defa- 
mation and scurrility. 

Here and there in the congressional cam- 
paigns of 1950 tactics were used which any 

IAnjcrican_who_lJonors_Ialr play could only 
view with shame. There Is ftlfeady~ample- 
i) avidenct) that the pattern thus Dstabllshed Is 
being repeated In 1962. 

The feeling seems to have got about that 
the end Justifies the meaij^t the Important 
thing is to elect or to defeat; It matters not 
how t his is accomplished , 



Politics never was, an enterprise for the 
thln-sUnned. A candidate has to expect 
abuse and a stretching of the facts. But there 
is a limit to everything. And any politician or 
eltlun who believes that unbridled and ven- 
,omous attftcks.jure legittSISte strategy hu 
[ost all touch with American tradition. 

We like to look down our noses at the 
"fanatics" of the middle east and other areas 
who today are stirring so much trouble in 
the world. Yet there is in this country on 
oocaslonal. display of extremism which Is not 
easily distinguished from the antics of the 
Arab nationalists. 

The middle eastern extremist includes as-^ 
masslnatlon in his. bag of tricks. Our mora 
violent campaigners seldom go that far. 
But they do not shrink from assassinating 
character. There Is perhaps some question 
which type of assault Is the less kindly. 

Lawmakers who revere the American tradi- 
tion of fair play, who beUeve in honest pre- 
sentation of men and Issues, ought to take 
a good look at Monroney's plan.

Not 
reallUng that the chairman of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee U facing a hard reelection fight, and 
had ta bow before antl-TTuman tornadoes back home, 
they Interpret hli statement aa ft reflection ot the 
attitude of congress. 

Bewildered and bewitched politicians at Parlt, as 
weU as their opposltes at London and The Hague, 
condemn us for not leaping Into southeast Asia as we 
marched Into Korea, when the communists attacked.

American public, but Harry S- Truman.

Henry M. Jackson,' Washington, and Oordon 
Dean, chairman of the atomic energy commission, had 
certain Ideological undertones which did not appear on 
the surface, it was a deliberate- and premeditated 
plug for the TVuman-Ohapmon program ol expansion 
of federal twivers. 

. I>Ir. Jackson's ultra -publlcUed missive a.iked the 
atomic chairman when, In his opinion. Uils new form 
of encrcy could^ be used commercially on a large 
scale by factories. Utility plants, ships, Ualns etc. Now, 
aa a member of the Joint committee on atomic enersr, 
the Woahlngton apostle of Truman-Ohapman theories 
on public Dower did not nAd to ask that quesUon.

A European aimy vith Qerman units partlc- 
IpBtlne la.not.yet t resUty.. But It hsa sd- 
Tanced a sisnlllcant st«p closer to that stage 
with the lonnal enfloraement ol the plan by 
the North Atlantic treaty orBonlzatlon at 
Lisbon. 

The Idea ot a. six-nation army that would 
_ Lelude-WcBtemOermany waaboni. instance. 
KcBOtiatlomi looking toward Ita ueatlon be- 
gan lost Bummer. But then serious snags de- 
veloped In both Qermany and France. 

In Germany, the difficulty ta that the 
Bonn goTemment demands conditions which 
add up to political CQuallty and greater in- 
dependence. The Germans, vanquished 
.thougluthey.Jwue.lii-JWor^^ the. 
laradbx In t he ir b'elhg~afilted"to c6htrlbut<! to 
Mrope without charing 
equally In Its privileges. 

There may be audacity, even arrogance, 
In 'a defeated natlon'a boldly calling for 
etiuol Jttatus a-ffiete stx'and~a''hnlf -ycors^lnce' 
It fell in the dust. But there Is also an in- 
exorable logic In It. How can we convince the 
Germans that they should be our "partners" 
In mlljtary ma'tters only ? 

As for France, the problem Is simply fear of 
a rearmed Germany. Torn by this fear and 
■theTDunter-balnnclniriiEcesslty^-hoveGer-- 
man strength thrown Into the scales against 
communism, the French devised the Pleven 
plan for a European army. 

On Its face, this "appears a far-seeing ges- 
ture aimed at' the ultimate unity of Europe. 
But from the French viewpoint it la primarily 
a compromise between fear and reality. It 
Is a way of gaining the German strength for 
the free nations without exposing France to 
the dangers of an independent Gcrmnn mill- 
tory force operating under Its own general 
staff. 

This Inherent contradiction *ln the French 
attitude has become increasingly apparent 
m recent moT)th3, The .French national as-
